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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-13 and 15-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The specific 
limitations of "the elastic strip residing outside the labia minora and inside the labia majora 
without any intervening material" are not anticipated or made obvious by the prior art of record. 
For example, the US 3,374,790 teaches a non-intrusive female urinary incontinence device 
comprising a pliable strip 1 8,20 (Figs. 1,2) having a flat upper face and a lower face, an opening 
26 (Fig. 2) being provided in the strip communicating between the upper and lower faces, a fluid 
collection means surrounding 28 (Fig. 2) the opening in a fluid tight manner on the lower face of 
the strip and means 24 for attaching the device to a supporting means (18), wherein the strip and 
opening are sized and shaped such that when it is stretch fitted over the external urogenital 
organs the labia minora extends through the opening and a fluid tight flt between the upper face 
of the strip and the flesh surrounding the labia minora and around the base of the labia minora is 
fowled, such that in use urine is conveyed from the urethra, through the labia minora, into the 
collection means without leakage (See Figs. 1 and 2). 

3. However US 3,374,790 fail to teach or suggest the specific limitations of the elastic strip 
residing outside the labia minora and inside the labia majora without any intervening material 
what provides the precise fit of the device to the flash.
